said the Indian Grill faces to the north 
as far as any outside entrances are concerned and there are 
two doors by which the Grill may be entered from the outside 
directly, one being to the west and one to the east on this 
north side. In addition, he said the Indian Grill can be 
entered from a door on the east of the building but it is 
necessary to come through a room used by outdoor clubs and 
mainly che Mountain Rescue Group. By entering the union 
building through the Rocky Mountain Rescue Group room a 
person can go on into the Indian Grill through a short hall¬ 
way anu a coor which is located on the east side of the 
Indio:' Grill or.-nor. 


I _pointed out in person che large room which 

constitutes the Indian Grill with the cafeteria steam tables 
and the fountain. The room itself is filled with small tables 
seating four persons each and it was noted these tables are 
placed up close t o the doo rs, in fact, all of the space avail¬ 
able is utilized, | | noted.

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tnings in the Grill anc s ometimes will be left there for 
several hours but, ordinarily, any books or packages would 
be turned in to the Lost and Found within a relatively short 
time.
